| The Ludofment and the Netw Athletic Field 


The man who has these two projects on his heart more than any other individual 
| is our genial, inspiring, progressive treasurer and extension secretary, Dr. M. E. Gilbert, 


member of the class of 1900. 
When Mr. Gilbert assumed the duties of his office October 1, 1925, the status of 


the endowment fund was as follows: Three and one-half years of the five year time limit 

set by the General Education Board had elapsed, and no money had been collected on 

the quarter of a million conditional pledge of that Board. This pledge was conditioned 
| on the university's keeping free from indebtedness, and also on the actual collecting 
and investing of our own subscriptions. On these terms, the Board agreed to pay one 
dollar for every two dollars collected by the university, up to a maximum payment of 
a quarter of a million dollars. 








| 
Dr. Gilbert immediately set to work to realize on this gift. It is a long story, but | 
the important items are these. By April 1, 1928, we had met every condition imposed by i 
| the General Education Board, and a few days later, we received the quarter of a mil- i 
lion dollars in full, that had been promised by the Board. During these four years, the . 
actual invested endowment of the university has increased from $399,000 to $924,472. 
In addition to this, the university has assets in the form of annuity property, unpaid 
notes and other subscriptions, amounting to a grand total of $1,607,049. 





| In the midst of such activities directly connected with the endowment office, Dr. 
Gilbert is taking time to push the new athletic field project. During the forty years of 
| | Wesleyan’s life, very little has been spent on out-of-doors athletics, by the institution. H 
But with this new project, a distinct forward movement in this branch of college life i} 
has been inaugurated. When complete, the athletic field and equipment will cost 
$30,000, and will include a quarter-mile cinder track, a two-twenty yard _straight- | 
away, three thousand concrete seats, and a beautiful iron fence around the field.

To help all students on the campus to broaden their world view, by giving a sur- 
vey of present conditions in foreign lands, and the relationship of these conditions to 
those of America. 

To help prospective missionaries in preparing for their life work, and to enlist 
their cooperation in developing the missionary life of the home churches. 

To help students who are to remain in the homeland that they may return to their 
communities better equipped to promote the missionary enterprise. 

To relate missions to other world movements as a significant force in realizing 
true world brotherhood. 

The weekly meetings, varied to realize these purposes, have been abundant in 
affording the values of grace, unity, loyalty and friendship to a degree which any 
organization might well desire. 

The Nebraska Student Volunteer Convention at York denoted a marked renewal 
of missionary interest among the colleges and universities of the state. The Con- 
vention was most fortunate in obtaining a staff of exceptional speakers which included 
Miss Winifred Wygal, national Student Council chairman of the Y.W.C.A.; John 
Elder, missionary from Persia; Arthur Rugh, head of Christian Education move- 
ment in China; and Dr. Walter Judd, brilliant missionary surgeon from Southern 
China, and prominent student leader of the middle west. 

The Nebraska State Student Volunteer Union had the following officers from 
Nebraska Wesleyan University: President, Willard Weary; Editor of State Bulletins, 
Ollie Leavitt; Business Manager of Bulletins, Paul Anderson. 


Iractical Craining for Religions Weadership 


Nebraska Wesleyan University makes a serious attempt to train Christian leaders 
who can go back into their home communities and assume Christian responsibility. 
In addition to the courses for special training in religious work for church and com- 
munity leadership, the department of Religious Education is giving special attention 


to students in their personal religious development. In order to encourage student 


interest in lay leadership in the local church, Mr. A. L. Allen has given two scholar- 
ships of fifty dollars each to industrious students so inclined. 

The major projects which carry out the above aims consist of Leadership Train- 
ing (gospel) teams, early morning religious service exclusively given by college 
students, summer Vacation Bible School teaching and leadership, and Studies in Chris- 
tian Living for High School Students. 

1. Students frequently go out over the week end to different churches and lead 
in various ways. This affords the young people of the local communities an 
opportunity to meet the college students. The results are mutually whole- 
some. 

2. A morning religious service is given each day of the week at 7:30 A. M. over 
radio station WCAJ. This is given entirely by students selected by a com- 
mittee representing the Christian organizations on the campus. Opportunity 
is here given for college students to direct the morning devotions to a large 
radio audience. 

3. Wesleyan launches a pioneer project this summer. A number of Wesleyan stu- 
dents will receive benefit in teaching and conducting Vacation Bible Schools. 
Twelve students will assist in this field of work this summer. 

4, Studies in Christian Living: is a plan initiated by Prof. Emme whereby High 
School Students study three topics. This plan is working on eight districts. 
At a final contest on each District at the summer Institute scholarships to 
Wesleyan are awarded to the winners, 
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The Psychology Journal Club includes in its possible membership all 
students who are making their major or minor in the field of psychology 
or who have made superior records in the introductory course in psychol- 
ogy. At the programs of the monthly meetings, resumes are given of im- 
portant articles in the 15 monthly Psychology journals which come to the 
Wesleyan library. Some of the apparatus with which students work is

The first game of the season was on the home gridiron with Tarkio 
college as the opponents. The game closed with Wesleyan the victors 
6 to 0. The game showed that Wesleyan was again in the conference 
with a strong defensive team. 

The second game was with Grand Island college who was smothered 
60 to 0. Wesleyan seemed to find her offensive power late in the game 
and once it was uncorked there was no bottling to it. Miller ran the 
ball thru the entire G.I. team for a touchdown, and McConnaha carried 
two passes over for scores. 

The next game was an out of conference game played with Kearney 
Teachers at Kearney. Wesleyan slipped ahead by a 7-6 win. A real 
mud battle with Kearney scoring by a blocked kick rolling over the goal 
line. Warga scored for Wesleyan. 

Back in the Conference for the fourth game with Midland, Wesleyan 
tied Midland 0-0. This was the fourth time in six games with that school 
that the results have been scoreless ties. Wesleyan was within scoring 
distance but lacked the additional drive to go over. 

One of our traditional enemies, Cotner, was next. This was one of 
the most thrilling, nerve racking games of the season. It was truly an 
offensive drive game. Each team gained the lead to lose it again. The 
whistle ended it with Wesleyan leading 26 to 21.

In the Homecoming game the Coyotes tangled with the Maroons of 
Morningside and defeated them decisively 13 to 0.

Wesleyan suffered her first defeat in the next game. Doane with an 
early period drive scored the only score of the game.

The biggest game of the year was with the Haskell Indians at Law- 
rence, Kansas.
